VIRTUALLY SETTLED. 
After this meeting, it was said 
that only “one very small point” 


remained unsettled. It was in- 
dicated that both the American 
and British groups were opposed 
in a general way to changing the 
list of retained ships of each pow- 
er as would necessitated if 
Japan retained the Mutsu. This 
opposition, however, is expected in 
conference circles to give way if 
the Japanese are insistent. In 
that case, it was learned that the 
United. States probably would re- 
tain the battleships Colorado and 
Washington, in place of the Dela- 
ware and Nerth Dakota and the 
ten-year naval holiday would be 
modified to permit Great Britain to 
construct two additional ships. 


JAPANESE PROPOSAL. 
‘The Japanese proposal is in line 
with the contention of the Japa- 
nese naval experts that experts of 
all nations were agreed that ships 


armed with twelve-inch guns could 


not lie in the battle line against 
modern craft armed with fourteen- 
inch, fifteen-inch or sixteen-inch 
rifies. Both the Setsu and the 
Delaware and North Dakota are 
twelve-inch gun ,ships while the 
Mutsu and the Colorado and Wash- 
ington each carry eight sixteen- 
inch rifles. 

Great Britain has no ships as far 
advanced as the Mutsu, and the 
Colorado and Washington. The 
heaviest British naval guns are 
fifteen-inch. 

Presumably, if provision is made 
for two additional British battle- 
ships to take the place of the two

Washington, partially inundated since Sunday as the result of incessant 
rains and Chinook winds which rapidly melted mountain snows, were 
reported tonight to be slowly receding under the influence of lowered 


temperatures and clear skies. 
Moderate rains were predicted 
for the next twenty-four hours, 
but pressure conditions indicated 
continuation of lower tempera- 
tures and Weather Bureau officials 
‘here expressed the —bélief that 
the height of the flood stage had 
been passed.

“Tt is true that it might in- 
volve Northern Ireland losing her 
representation in the Imperial 
Parliament, but while Northern 
Ireland would deplore any loosen- 
ing of the tie between Great 
Britain and herself, she would re- 
gard the loss of representation at 
Westminster as a less evil than 
inclusion in an all-Ireland Parlia- 
ment. 

“Tt is realized that if the alter- 
native here suggested were 
adopted, the contribution of 
Northern Ireland, as also South- 
ern Ireland, to the cost of im- 
perial services, would be volun- 
tary, as in the case of the over- 


loyalty of. Northern Ireland to 
the British Empire is sufficient 
guarantee that she would not 
evade this obligation. 

“It will be seen therefore that 
the government of Northern Ire- 
land are prepared to accept three 
out of the four proposals put for- 
ward by His Majesty’s government. 
The fourth proposal. they are un- 
able to accept. They respectfully 
invite the attention of His Majesty's 
governinent to the alternative sug- 
gestions here submitted. 

The government of Northern 
Ireland desire to express their firm 
conviction that the time has not 
yet arrtved when the cause of 
peace in Ireland, which they 
fervently desire to further by all 
means, can be promoted by estab- 
lishing an all-Ireland parliament. 
Such a constitution can only come 
from mutual confidences. When 
the time for it comes the provi- 
sions of the act of 1920 will prove 
sufficient for the purpose of bring- 
ing it into existence.“ 


REGRET EXPRESSED. 


November 14: “We have received 
with great regret your refrsal to 
enter a conference unconditional- 
ly. To demand us between two sets 
of ministers of the crown pre- 
liminary limitation on freedom of 
discussion is contrary to the spirit 
of mutual loyalty and co-operation 
which animates His Majesty's gov- 
ernment. 

“We regret it the more because 
your counter-proposal that South- 
ern and Northern Ireland should 
be constituted into two dominions 
is, in our, judgment, indefensible. 
We are opposed to it on the ground 
of broad imperial principle. To 
create two dominions in Ireland, 
one of twenty-six and one of six 
counties, would fundamentally 
change the existing system of im- 
perial organization. 

“The status oof dominions ts 
based on the gradual amalgama- 
tion of large territories and scat- 
tered colonies in natural units of 
self-government. We could not 
reasonably claim a place for two 
Irelands in the Assembly of the 
League of Nations or in the im- 
perial conference. If Ireland is 
represented in either institution, it 
must preferably be Ireland as a 
whole, or failing the whole, that 
part which has the largest popula- 
tion and area. 

“To demand the same national 
and international status for six 
Irish counties separately is a pro- 
posal we could not reconcile with 
the empires internal and foreign 
interests. 


PROPOSAL HURTFUL, 


“Your proposal would, in our 
opinion, be equally injurious from 
a domestic standpoint, to the Brit- 
ish Isles, both financially and com- 
mercially.

the American people at the polls.“ 

He declared that the new pact

SAVE MILLIONS. 


Page Board Slashes Extra 


Pay for Overtime. 


Sets Schedule for Ten-Hour 
Day for Laborers. 


First Two Hours to be Paid 
at Regular Rates. 


(BY A, NIGHT WIRE.) 
CHICAGO, Dec. 13.-—Slashing 
extra pay provisions for the first 
two hours of overtime after the 
regular eight-hour day’s work from 
rules governing railway mainte- 


nance of way employees, the Ratl- 
road Labor Board has set up a 
schedule of ten hours a day at the 
regular hourly wage for common 
laborers, in new rules announced 
tonight to replace the onal 
agreement. 

The principle of “eight consecu- 
tive hours” shall constitute a day's 
work is retained, however, and 
time and one-ralf pay is granted 
after ten hours’ work. 

The new provisions make pos- 
sible a ten-hour day without pen- 
alizing the railroads, which were 
compelled, under the Federal 
agreement, to pay time and one- 
half after eight hours. 


EFFECTIVE DECEMBER 16. 


The rules become effective De- 
cember 16, one year after the 
agreement was made between the 
Ratiroad Administration and the 
United Brotherhood of Mainte- 
nance of Way Employees and 
Railroad Shop Laborers. They ap- 
ply on all railroads where agree- 
ment has not already been reached 
on new rules. 

Many rules had been agreed on 
by a majority of roads and in such 
cases, the Federal counterparts 
were remanded to roads not reach- 
ing an agreemen: for further con- 
sideration. These include rules on 
seniority, promotion and special 
service where local conditions 
were held to govern. Wage sched- 
ules were eliminated as a part of 
the rules agreement. 


MILLIONS SAVED. . 


Removal of the two hours’ over- 
time penalty was declared by la- 
bor board attaches to cut many 
millions of dollars from the car- 
riers’ annual pay rolls. 

The old national agreement rec- 
ognized the ten-hour day in extra 
or floating gangs of workmen, 
whose ermployment is temporary 
and seasonal. Regular gangs, how- 
ever, were paid overtime after 
eight hours. 

Under the new rules the num- 
ber of hours work per day may 
be reduced by mutual agreement 
to avoid reducing forces. The 
roads were formerly compelled to 
pay eight hours’ wages a day for 
each man employed. Regular as- 
signment of Sunday and holiday 
work no longer draws time and 
a half pay. When called for less 
than a day’s work, however. em- 
Ployees will be paid three hours’ 
straight time for two hours’ work 
or less, instead of time and a 
half for the two hours and prorata 
time traffic Extra time worked 
before the regular work day be- 
gins Will still draw time and one- 
half. 


TRAVELING OREWS. 

Employees called off their reg- 
viar assignments and traveling in 
camp care under the new rules 
get only straight time for eight 
hours a day. including Sundays 
and holidays. 

Straight time win be allowed 
employees traveling in other than 
eutfit care for work hours only, 
receiving half time for other hours, 
instead of ful) time. Men who 
work through meal time will here- 
after be paid atraight time instead 
of time and one-half, being al- 
lowed twenty minutes extra with 
pay to eat their lunches at the 
first opportunity. 

All arbitrary rules fixing the 
beginning and ending of the reg- 
ular work day are eliminated, these 
hours to be fixed by agreement 
betwen local officials and the men. 

The board has now completed 
consideration of rules covering ap- 
proximately 1,000,000 rallroad em- 
ployees.

icans last and always, 


as the guiding principle age-old differences 


Washington with bewildering rapidity. So- 
lutions have been found for problems that 
the former administration found insolvable. 
Agreements have been reached where pes- 
simists and demagogues have boasted that 
the parties at interest never would agree. 
With justice as the arbiter and integrity 


have been composed. Harmony reigns 
where discord once held sway, and the free 
peoples of the world are breathing easier 
because, for the first time in history, their 
aspirations are expressed in international 
agreements and written into treaties. 
Progress is measured by events, not by 


years. Just a month ago the Disarma- 
ment Conference held its first session. Dur- 
ing that brief period an agreement for a 
general reduction of naval armaments has 
been practically consummated. The Yap 
controversy has been settled between the 
governments of Japan and the United States 
on a basis acceptable to the people of both 
nations. A treaty creating a quadruple al- 
liance for the amicable consideration of all | 
problems affecting the Pacific area has been 
drafted. Japan has voluntarily surrendered | 
the temporary sovereignty conferred upon 
it by the Versailles Treaty over the prov- 
ince of Shantung and that territory is to be 
‘restored to China. 

Never before in modern history has 80 
much been accomplished in an interna- 
tional way in so short a time. And the 
effect of these International agreements has 
already become manifest in the rise of for- 
eign exchange rates. Germany, while not 
represented officially at the conference, has 
reaped visible benefits. The value of the 
mark is rising, due to restored confidence 
that she is to be treated with the same de- 
gree of fairness as other nations. 

China has received a recognition which 
justice and honor alone could accord. Her 
weakness has been respected and her inde- 
fensible condition has not militated against 
her. An opportunity has been given to her 
to make good as a world power. If her 
people are hopelessly decadent she will reap 
no advantage from the self-government with 
which she is now intrusted. Time alone 
can decide whether she is capable of hold- 
ing her place unaided in the industrial com- 
petition of the modern world or whether 
she is mentally deficient and must be cared 
for as the ward of other more vigorous peo- 
ples. China has received an opportunity; 
her fate as an independent nation now rests 
in her own hands. ; 

Much has been done; but the end is not 
yet. The menace of future international 
conflict has been driven from the stage, 
but still lurks behind the scenes. Ruthless 
ness in making war, if two or more nations | 
should again resort to force to settle their 
disputes, has not yet been brought under 
international control. It is perhaps true 
that no legislation can be enacted or inter- 
national treaty written that cannot be vio- 
lated in future wars. The doctrine that he 
who wills the end wills the means to ac- 
complish that end will still be preached. 

If another people should arrive at the 
state of mind that prevailed in Germany at 
the outbreak of the World War the subma- 
rine, the airplane, poison gas and other de- 
vices of ruthless destruction would be 
brought into play, provided their use prom- 
ised to be profitable. Reason exercises but 
scant restraint when grosser instincts are 
aroused. Under such conditions the ruling 
passion is likely to be victory at any price 
and by any means. 

There are times when a people reach 
a state of mind in which they will not be 
deterred trom evil deeds by moral suaston. 
As long as the use of ruthless weapons in 
warfare promises to be profitable the peo- 
ples of the world’ will have no security 
against them. And the people of thirty na 
tions are looking to the international con- 
ference now in session to formulate such 
agreements as will make it plain to any 
nation which contemplates the use of such 
weapons in the future that it will find 
aligned against it an alliance of peoples who, 
will not permit the savagery of the last war 
to be repeated. ＋. 

The regulated use of submarines and atr- 
craft for coast defense is a right which the 
conference will not be likely to .challenge; 
but the use of poison gas {is indefensible. 
It is possible for the conference to draft 
international agreements which will be a 
warning to all governments and all peoples 
that ruthless warfare cannot be made prof- 
itable.. If the element of success is elimt 
nated the menace of such savagery will dis- 
appear. 

There is an abiding hope in the breasts 
of all free peoples that the last great war 
has been fought, that international contro- 
versies can henceforth be adjusted by peace- 
ful means. But, as a measure of prepared - 
ness and precaution, the Disarmament Con- 
‘ference should go squarely on record in re- 
lation to savagery in warfare before it ad- 
journs. 

At the present moment the major ques 
tions which the conference assembled to 
consider, with this one exception, are in 
a fair way to amicable settlement. Peace- 
ful solutions have been found easier than 
even we of this country expected a month 
ago. The will to peace of the world has 
proved superior to the machinations of the 
secret advocates of force. The ultimate 
goal has not yet been reached; but it would 
seem at present that, within the period of 
another thirty days, the conference should 
be able to adjourn with a record of. peace- 
ful achievement unequaled in history. 


CHRISTIAN PEACE. ~ 

Chieftains of the Faith are of the opin- 
ion that the final disarmament of the world 
will come through the church. Plans are 
laid for a universal Christian conference in 
which methods for the establishment of the 
enduring peace of the world will be consid- 
ered. Rev. Edgar P. Hill, general secretary 
of the Presbyterian Board of Education, is 
spokesman for the thought. He says that 
men must recognize their common brother- 
hood and enter into the meaning of Chris- 
tianity’s message to bumanity. Under its 
acceptance there is no further call for 
strife or preparation for conflict. Chris- 
tianity will be the greatest factor in the 
accomplishment of universal peace as soon 
as the church ceases controversy over 
creeds and forms, If the churches can fina)- 
ly agree On exactly who is to go to heaven 
and who to hell it would end a lot of con- 
troverstal bickering and create a large con- 


Men disagree on many subjects and in 
many ways, and thus in the manner of e 
man’s disagreeing it often happens that he 
gives a true test and measure of himself. 
Generally, a man is calm or agitated in 
keeping with the soundness or frailty of his 
case. If he has reason and logic on his side 
he usually manages to speak thoughtfully, 
forcefully and convincingly and restrains 
what inclination he may have to indulge in 
denunciation; whereas, if his case is weak, 
he waxes windy, violent and abusive. 


In controversy it frequently occurs that | 


the man with the smallest merit makes the 
largest noise. Particularly is this true of 
political controversy where men sometimes 
try to strengthen their own case by seeking 
to point out the asserted weakness of the 
other side. It also is a trick of a certain 
type of politician when hard pressed on a 
rea] issue to manufacture a false issue. 

If he is successful in his foxy maneuver 
the public loses sight of the real issue and 
interests itself in the false one. 
successful he must be clever, 
escape the consequences. 

Gov. Stephens is tangled up in just 
situation and doubtless his object 
escape the consequences. He has 
forced into a controversy and, instead of 
fighting on the issue presented to him, he 
has attempted to sidestep. . 

There is no need to seek a reason for the 
Governors maneuver; for the first issue 
concerns economy in government, an issue 
in which the people take a very active and 
intelligent interest because it affects their 
welfare; and, unfortunately for the peace of 
mind of the Governor, it is an issue that 
finds him unconvincing, if unembarrassed, 
when discussing it. 

The Governor’s own issue is one that 
pleases him and one that he can treat with 
loquacity. It is one of his own making and 
is calculated to place him before the peo- 
ple, not as a waster of public funds and a 
provider of political spoils, as charged, but 
as a self-sacrificing public servant battling 
for the people’s rights and menaced by the 
people’s enemies. 

A rather formidable group of State legis- 
lators, fully cognizant of the Guvernor’s pen- 
chant for denunciation and for ignoring mat- 
ters not particularly creditable to himself, 
and also aware of the politica] strength of 
a man who heads a ruthless political ma- 
chine, nevertheless had sufficient courage 
to issue over their signatures a straightfor- 
ward, thoughtful arraignment of W. D. 
Stephens as Governor of California. 


The charges of extravagance and ineffi-| 


clency permitted a plain and specific refuta- 
tion from the Governor, provided the 
charges were not based on facts. The Gov- 
ernor did reply; he said the charges were 
untrue, but he supplied no facts of his own 
to prove them untrue. He did not make 
good. 


On the contrary, he hastily disposed of 
the charges under the unsatisfying head of 
“bald misrepresentation” by the legislators. 
Then he devoted himself to a column or 
more of incentive, including a serious as- 
sertion that those who oppose him have 
raised $1,000,000 to spend on the next elec- 
tion, his inference being that the great fund 
was raised by corrupt interests for corrupt 
purposes. 

Very properly, the Governor was asked 
to prove his allegation, if he could; for he 
had attacked the good faith and the integ- 


rity of the men opposing him. The legis-| 


lators opposing the Governor not only brand- 
ed his statement false as it applied to them- 
‘selves, but offered to do all in their power 
to assist in exposing and prosecuting any 
interest in California that would seek to 
buy votes or otherwise corruptly sway an 
election. 

And the Governor has remained silent and 
in his silence he occupies the position of a 
man thoughtless enough to spread malicious 
hearsay and rumor as fact, or a man weak 
enough and selfish enough to deliberately 
manufacture poisonous political propaganda 
in an effort to injure an opponent. Care. 
lessness in high places is dangerous, and a 
loose tongue in a responsible position is 
most dangerous of all.

Another proposition to restrict immi- 
gration has been brought before Congress 
by Congressman Albert Johnson, who has 
introduced a bill to turn back all except 
those immigrants who sre the husbands, 
wives or minor children of persons who 
have taken out their first papers of citizen- 
ship in the United States. 

There is no way really to settle the immi- 
gration question. All that legislation can 
do is to put im temporary checks at critica] 
times.

natural that men and women of ambition 
and energy should seek to escape these 
distressing circumstances by moving on to- 
ward lands which are more promising.

As soon as England gets her house in or- 
der, it would seem that the rich valleys of 
the Eu,hrates and Mesopotamia would 
ready for earnest, hard-working emigrants 
of the type who have helped to make Amer 
ica what it is. 

It will not be long before Africa will be 
opened up for real settiement. Russia, with 
her great natural resources and underpop- 
ulation, will offer a haven to workers wher 
that country has emerged from this polit 
ical jag and returns to sanity and commo: 
sense. 

Americans are already going into Manchu 
ria and Siberia, attracted by the commer 
cial opportunities. Australia will unloc’ 
her doors one of these days. Mexico wil] 
one day be in a position to offer to Euro- 
pean immigrants what the United States 
offers them now.

Master Chef Learns from 
Farmer’s Wife. 


Range Cook's Recipes Given 
Praise by Expert. 


Guests at Wyoming Home to 
Get Surprise. 


BY A. L. WYMAN, a. dA. 
DENVER, Dea 13.—One of the 
best cooks that I have talked with 
on this trip is the wife of a rancher 
and cattle raiser, who has a big 
ranch in the southern part of 
Wyoming. She was on the Den- 
ver Limited returning home from 
her Christmas shopping in Chicago. 
She told me that she had to be 
home at least three weeks before 
Christmas as they had about ten 
business men from Chicago to 
spend the holidays with them and 
that they were big eaters.- Some 
of her experiences as a cook in 
the early days, when she and her 
husband first moved to Wyoming. 
would make interesting reading, 
but I think that the menu she is 
going to serve to her guests on 
Christmas Day will be more inter- 
esting at this time to the readers 
of this column, and I know that 


her guests, as she can have every- 
thing that city folks have and a 
whole lot more. 

The dinner she has had planned 
for weeks and we spent the best 
part of a day checking it over and 
she gave me some of her recipes: 


Bakei Souce 
Christmas Pudding 
Coffes 


And if you are a visitor at her 
ranch you are expected to eat some 
of all the dishes set on the table. 

For the cream of oyster soup 
heat four cans of cove oysters in 
a double boiler and stir in three 
tablespoons of flour that has been 
creamed with four tablespoons of 
butter. Add three cups of hot

ROASTED GOOSE. 
For the goose choose a youn 
one, the breast should be plump, 
the skin white and the feet pliable 
and yellow. Draw and wipe out

For the dressing peel, core and

Sew up the goose and 
place in a roasting pan that has 
a cover.

Obenchain said to him wes not 
brought out yesterday, but the de- 
fense let it be known that Mr. 
Deering will be a witness in Burch'e 
behalf and the whole conversation 
then may be related. 

Mr. Deering drove his automo- 
bile probably fifteen feet past the 
Kennedy car that was parked at 
the foot of the cabin steps. Mrs. 
Obenchain walked back to the 
steps, standing near the car, while 
he turned his automobile around 
and came back. 

Mrs. Obenchain “kinda had hic 
coughs, like a child sobbing after 
a good hard cry,” the witness said. 

Mr. Deering parked his car in 
such a position that the lights 
from his automobile were thrown 
on the cabin steps where lay the 
body of Mr. Kennedy. With Mrs. 
Obenchain peering over his shoul- 
der, he examined the body, felt the 
pulse and pronounced Mr. Ken- 
nedy dead. 

“She screamed when I told her 
the man was dead,” he said. 

A revolver was lying near Mr. 
Kennedys right hand; a wound 
was in the side of his head, and 
Mr. Deering stated he formed the 
opinion it was a suicide case.
